KINDS OF EVIDENCE 

Some day you will be serving 
on a jury and will hear about 
several kinds of evidence. Cali- 
fornia law sees evidence in many 
ways: 

(1) Evidence and proof. Judi- 
cial evidence is how a _ court 
settles a question of fact. It may 
include opinion and hearsay of- 
fered under, safeguards. ‘‘Proof” 
is all of the evidence relevant to 
a disputed fact. 

(2) Four kinds of evidence: a) 
a court’s knowledge; b) a wit- 
ness’ testimony; ¢) writings; d) 











other things presented to the 
senses such as_ pictures, charts, 
and physical things like clothing. 


kind of evidence 
tions” such as that a child 
born in wedlock is the offspring 
of the man and wife. 

(3) Degrees of evidence: 

a) Primary evidence yields the 
most certainty, eg., a written 
paper, say a contract, is evidence 
of its existence and its contents. 

b) Secondary evidence falls be 
low primary, e@.g., a copy or oral 
testimony of a paper’s contents, 
as, for example, a lost will. 

ec) Direct evidence proves the 
fact in question without need of 
inference or presumption: A wit- 
ness who saw an act may report 
what he saw. 

d) Indirect or circumstantial 
evidence seeks to move one fact 
by. proving another fact from 
which you may infer the first 
(e.g, jam on Jimmie'’s face). 
Though true enough, the indirect 
evidence may not always estab- 
lish the fact in question beyond 
| doubt. 

e) Prima facie evidence (at 
first glance) serves as proof un- 
til overcome by contrary facts. 
Often such evidence is enough 
to accuse a person or to start a 
case; it is not proof. A Court may 
receive it and reject it later if it 
| does not tie in with the disputed 
| fact. 

f) Indispensable evidence
